Whether  you  are  seeking  your  very  first  job,  changing  careers  in  mid- 
stream, or  re-entering  the  job  market  after  being  a  full-time  homemaker, 
your  first  decision  will  have  to  be  "What  do  I  want  to  do?"  ("Anything 
I  can  find"  is  not  the  best  answer.) 


Investigating  what  it  is  you  want  to  do--in  the  present  and  in  the 
future-- is  called  career/life  planning.  As  soon  as  you  be^in  to  make 
choices,  you  are  planning  your  life.  To  decide  on  a  career,  you  need  to 
have  as  many  choices  as  possible,  and  the  best  information  available. 
The  Montana  Career  Information  System  (MCIS)  is  a  key  to  information  to 
help  you  plan  your  career.

Using  the  Needle-Sort 

The  needle-sort  kit  is  equivalent  to  a  manual  computer.  The  deck 
contains  one  card  for  each  occupation  in  MCIS.  The  cards  are  punched 
in  such  a  way  that  they  fall  off  the  needle  whenever  a  QUEST  response 
is  inconsistent  with  an  occupation's  attributes.  By  completing  QUEST, 
a  user  identifies  those  occupations  that  conform  with  the  answers  to 
the  questions.  A  sample  needle-sort  card  is  illustrated  below.

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STEP  1. 


See  how  you  marked  Question  1.   If  there  is  a  number  by  the  code  word 
you  circled,  find  the  card  hole  with  the  same  number.   (Example:   if  you 
circled  "NO-1,"  find  hole  1.)  Put  the  needle  in  that  hole.   NOTE:   If  " 
the  answer  you  marked  does  not  have  a  number  beside  it,  skip  to  the  next 
question.  An  answer  without  a  number  does  not  drop  any  job  titles.
